War Savings Campaign Speak- 
er Says Our “Bit” Is Not 
Enough to Win. 


A patriotic address, given by M. W. 
Harrison, secretary of the American 
Bankers’ association, in behalf of the 
War Saving Campaign, lent an added 
touch of enthusiasm to the program 
which was enjoyed by thousands of 
people at the auditorium Sunday aft- 
ernoon. 

Warren Kimsey, song leader from 
Camp Gordon, led in the community 
singing. The 319th Field Artillery Band 
and oo club played and sang with a 


spirit typical of the soldiers. 

The organ recital was given by 
Charles A. Sheldon, ae organist, and 
a cornet solo by C. Darbar. ex-band

The talk, “What's the Matter With 
America?’ made by Mr. Harrison, was, 
in effect, the story of the war saving 
Campaign. 

Mr. Harrison touched the vital points 
in connection with the war, making a 
special plea for people to buy War 
~~ Stamps and thus help the coun- 

“This is no time to do our bit: we 
must do our all, if we would win the 
war, " he said. 

“How could a nation that produces 
annually $24, 300,000, 000 of manufac- 
tured products,” he continued, “have 
business and pleasure as usual, and at 
the same time produce $19, 000,000,000 
worth of things necessary to win the 
war’ 

Mr. Harrison outlined the remarkable 
opporvbunity presented to the south 
in the War Saving Campaign, stating 
that in Massachusetts 70 per cent of 
the people are systematic savers, and 
in New York 54 per cent, while in the 
south there are only 6.3 of the popu- 
lation who save,

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Government Mil to Save 
Capital Investments for 
War Bonds. 


Washington, January 20. —Hundreds 
of war savings committees which have 
been organized in cities, counties and 
states may be used as agencies in the 
proposed nation-wide movement to re- 
strict unnecessary -building and other 
enterprises not essential to the war 
and to save capital investments for 
government war bonds. 

This became known today in connec- 
tion with the plans which the federal 
reserve board is making for regulation 
of issues of private securities. A com- 
mittee of the board which is working 


out definite methods has under con- 
sideration a suggestion that commit- 
tees of business men and bankers in 
each community and state be entruat- 
ed with the task of cutting off at the 
source proposed expenditures which 
can be eliminated during the war. 
Since the war savings committees 
already are organized and consist of 
representative men, they are consid- 
ered the most available for the work. 

Advocates of the scheme point out 
that without some such pjan the 
treasury will be besieged by thou- 
sands of applications for approval of 
securities issues, the merits of which 
it will be difficult to judge at a dis- 
tance. Local committees ‘would know 
at first hand whether extensions of 
manufacturing plants or other business 
enterprises were important to the war 
or could be easily postponed. 

The verdict of city or county com- 
mittees might be appealed to a state 
agency, and to the federal reserve 
board as a last resort under the sug- 
gested plan. The entire procedure 
would be based on moral persuasion 
and not .on legal force.

TIME TO PERFECT IT. 


lt appears from the press reports that 
many of the mills, particularly those in 
North Carolina and some in other parts of 
the country, are, during the five-days shut- 
down period prescribed by the federal fuel 
administration, running full time under the 
hydro-electrical power exemption, and the 
authorization to use sufficient heat to keep 


~ 


automatic sprinkler systems above freezing : 


temperature. 

Many mills, similarly situated—that is, 
operating under hydro-electric power—closed 
down, not desiring to continue work under 
the prescribed conditions of heat limitation. 

The truth is, the amount of fuel required 
to keep a factory warm enough to be com- 
fortable for the operatives above the amount 
of fuel that is allowed to be used to protect 
the water sprinkler is practically negligible. 

Indeed, the management of some of the 
hydro-electric mills which did shut down take 
the position that they did it purely in defer- 
ence to the federal administration’s order, 
and that while closed down they would have 
to use practically as much coal as would 
have been required had they continued 
to run. 

Undoubtedly there is a degree of inequal- 
ity in the operation of the order that is un- 
just. In other words, all hydro-electrically 
operated plants ought to be closed down, or 
else all should be permitted to run. 

The Constitution is of the opinion that 
all ought to be permitted to run, for the sim- 
ple reason that in running, the difference in 
coal consumption required to keep the tem- 
perature of the interior of the plants at, 
say, 65 to 68 degrees, and that required to 
protect the insurance risk, would be incon- 
sequential. 

The same is true of storerooms of all 
kinds, and theaters that use hydro-electric 
energy, or that are heated, as most of the 
stores of Atlanta are, by public utility plants. 
The difference in the quantity of heat fur- 
nished them by the public utility plants to 
protect their sprinkler plants against freez- 
ing, and the amount that would be required 
to maintain a reasonably comfortable tem- 
perature, would be inconsequential. 

The Constitution is saying this, not by 
way of criticism of the fuel administration’s 
order, which, all things considered and un- 
der the cirgumstances, was wholly justified. 
Under the exigencies of the critical situa- 
tion, and considering the degree of haste 
that was required, it would have been 
humanly impossible for so sweeping and 
drastic a policy to have been invoked, and 
with the requisite promptness, by any 
method that would have been perfect. 

As far as the factories are concerned, the 
five-day shut-down period is now probably 
too near an end to justify an attempt to regu- 
late this inequality; but so far as the order 
compelling both factories and stores to close 
on Mondays for a period of ten weeks is 
concerned, there is plenty of time in which 

to correct any inequalities or injustices that 
the original order may entail, and in which 
to put all stores and all manufactories simi- 
larly situated on the same basis. 

The public may rest assured that the ad- 
' Ininistration has no desire to do any injus- 
‘tice nor to show any degree of partiality or 
favoritism; and surely whatever correction 
the order needs will be made in due course. 


GET READY TO PLOW! 
Frost this winter is the ally of the farm- 
er. It has penetrated and solidified the soil 
to perhaps an unprecedented depth; killed 
the bugs and larvae as they lay dormant in 
their ®inter retreats and annihilated much

The most important implement on any 
farm—and the one implement more than 
any other upon which mankind depends for 
sustenance—is the plow! 

It is essential that every southern farm- 
er, if he would make the best of his oppor- 
tunities to enjoy a bumper yield after all 
that the benign elements have done for him, 
should, first of all, provide himself with a 
good, strong, modern, serviceable plow—not 
a little soil-tickling contraption which one 
jaded mule can drag through last year’s 
stubble roots; but a piow! 


In other words, work with a “sure 


; enough” plow that will cut a furrow 12 or 14 


inches wide, and 8, 10 or 12 inches deep. 
Then when the season is at the right stage 
and the soil in proper condition as regards 
moisture, he should hitch two, three or four 
good, stout mules to his plow, set it to cut 
deeply, and get to work! 

The object of plowing is to turn up the 
under soil; to prepare a seedbed by putting 
the aerated, bacteria-charged, sun-rain-wind- 
and-frost-mellowed surface earth down 
where the roots are to grow and feed, and

In the north and the west, where there 
is, every winter, no dearth of frost to do the 
agricultural good that frost. alone does, this 
winter has been attended by an unusually 
heavy fall of snow, which is exceedingly en- 
couraging to the wheat and corn farmes® be- 
cause an abundance of snow—especially if 
it melts gradually in the spring—means an 
abundance of moisture for next season’s 
crops, which, in turn, means bumper yields. 

Reports generally are that the recent 
blizzard came as a godsend to the wheat 
farmers’ of the west. Those of Kansas and 
the southwest, according to The Ci Zo 
News, had grown fearful of their’ winter 
wheat because of the drouth, but the heavy 
snowfall has saved the day and brought re- 
lief. True, the temperature dropped to far 
beyond the danger point had the ground been 
unprotected, but the bitgep cold did not strike 
until after a heavy blanket of snow had 
fallen, so it could do no harm; and the snow 
will provide the moisture for which the 
sprouting grain was suffering. 

Eugene Davenport, dean of the Agricul- 
tural college of Illinois, has issued a state- 
ment, in which he says that “this snowstorm 
is to help win or lose the war!” 

Explaining his epigram, Dean Davenport 
said— | 

“Bhould the snow remain ail winter, 
wheat will grow under the snow, and 
should it go off gradually in the spring, 

a bumper crop is almost assured. On the 

other hand, should the snow come and go 

during the winter and freezing and thaw- 
ing rapidly alternate, the damage would 
be severe; and a coating of ice at any 
time will kill the crop. Last winter it 
was the ice coating that killed approxi- 
mately two-thirds of the winter wheat 
in the upper Mississippi valley. Kill

Often 
the endocarditis gives no pain, no sign ap- 
preciable to the patient: only by daily @&- 
amination of the heart can the doctor detect 
the trouble. But even though it be #8° 
trifling at the time, when the inflammation 
happens to involve the edge of a valve there 
is always the likelihood of roughening and 
distortion of the delicate valve after the 
illness has passed away and been forgotten, 
when scar tissue slowly contracts and de- 
forms the valve. That prevents perfect clos- 
ure of the valve, and so permits some back- 
wash or leakage of blood backward at each 
heart beat. 

Many individuals have such valvular dis- 
ease without being aware of it until they 
happen to submit to an insurance examina- 
tion or an examination for military service. 

A few individuals actually do not want 
to be informed of the fact that they have 
such a defect. Curious philosophy. Based 
upon the unwarranted popular fear of std- 
den death from heart disease. Heart dis- 
ease is perhaps the rarest of all known 
causes of sudden death. People with heart 
disease have all the warning they can pos- 
sibly need that something has gone wrone 
with the health. 

Most of the young men in whom valvular 
incompetency is discovered accidentally are 
pretty healthy specimens. No reason why 
they shouldn't remain so. The healthy Leart 
is capable of compensating for an ordinary 
leakage, provided a hygienic life is led by 
the man. Excesses soon put him in the 
invalid class. 

If I had anything the matter with my 
heart I should want to know about it. Know- 
ing it I should be a trifle wary of running 
to catch a train, or of getting drunk. 

The best treatment for valvular heart 
incompetency is, first, rest; and later on, 
graduated exercise and work

eooner he disabuses his mind of the fallacy 
and seeks intelligent medical counsel the 
better for his health and longevity.

Violent Big Gun’ Duels 
Forecast Big Battles on 
West Front—Allied War- 
ships Bombard Ostend. 


New York, January 20.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From, Buropean Cables 
of the Day.)—On the western front in 
France and Belgium the military op- 
erations apparently are increasing all 
along the line, as compared with those 
of the past few weeks, when little ‘or 
no fighting except artillery duels and 
minor raids was carried out. 

Entente allied warships have bom- 
barded Germany’s submarine base at 
Ostend, on the northern Belgian coast, 
while around Ypres, between pens and 
St. Quentin, on the Chemin-des-Dames, 
on the St. Mihiel sector and north of the 
Rhine-Marne canal, there has been @ 
notable increase in the operations by 
the infantry. The probabilities are 
with-the return of good weather the 
expected big battles may take place. 

One indication of the.probable early 
commencement of fighting is the re- 
sumption of aerial activity on a large 
scale, especially on the French front. 
Saturday the French airmen had a good 
day operating against the Teutons, 
sending down eight enemy machines 
in fights in the air. 

On the Italian front the fighting 
again has turned to the artillery wings 
of the opposing sides, the infantry 
keeping to their trenches except for 
small patrol engagements. All along 
the northern front the artillery duels 
are of a vioent character, and at sev- 
eral points along the Piave river a like 
condition prevails. 


ARTILLERY DUELS 
VIOLENT IN WEST, 
GERMANS REPORT 


Berlin, January 20.—(Via London.)— 
Ostend, on the Belgian coast, has been 
bombarded by naval forces, it was an- 
nounced in today’s army headquarters 


report. 

Considerable artillery fighting oc- 
eurred at various points along the 
western front, the British fire being 
especially intense south of the Scarpe, 
while on the French front there were 
bursts of activity. in the Verdun seéc- 
tor and on both sides of the Rhine- 
Marne canal. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Western War Theater: Ostend has 


been bombarded from the sea. 

“Violent artillery duels continued in 
the salient northeast of Ypres until 
late in the night. On both sides of 
the Lys and at La Bassee canal, as 
well as between Lens and St. Quentin, 
the fighting activity increased. The 
British fire was directed with especial 
intensity throughout the day on our 
positions south of the Scarpe. 

“The French artillery was lively in 
its activity in only a few sectors. At 
times there was an increase in the 
fighting activity in the Meuse region, 
as well as north and south of the Rhine- 
Marne canal.

‘Northwest of Rheims and én the 
ries bank of the Meuse there was 
quite active artillery fighting. An 
enemy raid on our small posts in the 
gag kt of Loivre failed. North 
of St. Mihiel our patrols brought back 
prisoners. 

“Aviation: On Saturday our aerial 
crews were en ed in a number of 
combats. Six German airplanes were 
destroyed; two others seriously dam- 
aged fell within their own lines.” 

“Belgian Communication: The artil- 
lery battle was somewhat intense be- 
tween Nieuport and Dixmude. Our ar- 
tillery carried out a destructive fire 
on defensive organizations south of 
Dixmude. The fire of the artillery on 
both sides was somewhat intense be- 
tween Nieuport and Pervyse, and in 
the direction of Dixmude and Bix- 
schoote, One of our batteries of anti- 
aircraft guns brought down a German 
airplane north of Ryppe. 

“Army of the Orient (January 238): 
There were reciprocal actions of the 
artillery in the region of Monastir and 
the bend of the Cerna, where our fire 
set ablaze a munition depot. British 
aviators carried out several bobmbard- 
ments on the Doiran railway and in 
the region of Pitric and Seres.” 

London, January 20.—~Today’s war 
office statement on the Franco-Belgian 
front military operations reads: 

The night passed quietly. There was 
nothing of special interest to report.” 

The report from General Haig’s head- 
quarters in France tonight says: 

“Last night an enemy raid southeast 
of Graincourt was repulsed. Early this 
morning we raided the enemy’s trenches 
east of Hargicourt, capturing prisoners. 

“The hostile artillery was active to- 
day northeast of Ypres and in the vicin- 
ity of Neuve Chapelle and Lens. There 
was much successful air bombing of the 
enemys troops and dumps yesterday. 
Eight hostile machines were brought 
down. Four of ours are missing.”

Rome, ‘January 20.—Today’s war of- 
fice statement is as follows: 

“Patrol engagements took place in 
the Doane valley at Giudicarie. At Sano 
southwest of More, one of our storm- 
ing parties carried out a successful raid 
into the enemy line, taking prisoner an 
officer and ten men. 

“There were brief but intense artil- 
lery duels in the Monte Asolone region. 
British batteries caused a large fire 
within the enemy’s lines south of Ser- 
naglia. 

“Along the Piave our artillery effec- 
tively replied to the enemy's, the fight- 
ing ‘being liveliest between Nervesa 
and Maserada and dispersed wagon 
transports and enemy patrols in the 
neighborhood of Stabiuzzo and Le 
Grave.”
